FAVORABLE ACTION by Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
t rati on on a $150,000 allocation of Federal funds for improve­ 
ments to tile Pocono Mountains Airport in Coolbaiitfh Township 
is imminent, an authoritative source advised The Daily Record 
yesterday. 
The Federal fund m ust !)e matched by $75,000 from tile 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and $75,000 by the Mount 
Pocono Airport A uthority, a group consisting of one borough 
and five townships*. 
rhe authority already has some $10,000 on hand in a fund 
created by allocations voted to the authority by the six muni­ 
cipalities. 
R. I ie Roy D e n ie r, president of the authority has 
indicated an additional $15,000 can be raised by these munici­ 
palities. leaving $50,000 to lie committed locally in order to 
proceed. 
The first phase project would lengthen an existing* 3,300- 
foot grass runway to 1.500 feet and pave it. 
It would involve 
placing of landing lights along the runway, provide drainage 
and improvement to buildings.

Scientist 
Gives Details 
On Satellite 


BOULDER, Colo., Jan

The path and details of the size 
of America's first .satellite, to he 
launched 
into space in 
Florida, 
were disclosed today by scientists. 
The satellite, 30-inch in diam eter 
and weighing around 21.5 piunds, 
will carry devices capable of re­ 
cording scientific data gathered in 
the outer sleave as well as traits- 
I nutting information td the ground. 
Details of this first man-made 
satellite were released by Dr. Syd- 
I ney (.Tiaiiman. noted British scien- 
j fist, who heads the International 
Geophysical Year committee. This 
j project will be a feature of the 
year.

THE R E L IG IO U S T R A D IT IO N in the Pocono* may be traced back 
to the year 1742. 
In that year Monroe County's first church was 
built. 
Located two miles from Shawnee, it housed a Dutch Reformed 
congregation. 
A t present, there are 77 places of worship in the 
region serving 19 different types of denominational and interde­ 
nominational groups.

The pike. in its 
own right, is a superb example of

Sometime near the end of the 
current year, a sizeable hunk of 
the extension will be constructed. 
The fult job will probably be fin­ 
ished by late 1987. according to ' 
Henry D. Shenk. assistant to the 
Pennsylvania Turnjske Commission 
chairman. 
Why is the Northeast Extension 
so important to the Pocono* as a 
region and to the economy of the 
state as a whole?

Mahoning Valley interchange is expected late this year; full c o r - 
pletion of the highway should be about last of 1957, Turnpike offi­ 
cials anticipate.

Foremost among these is the fa n j 
that the extension will bring the 
Stroudsburg* and a1!
